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House District in 1976; after another electoral defeat in 1978,
he ran again in 1980 and won, remaining in the position until

1982; and

WHEREAS, A.C. Bartulis was involved 1in several business
organizations and the American Legion Post 0554 of Carlinville,

where he was a member for the past 37 years; and

WHEREAS, A.C. Bartulis enjoyed racing stock cars in the

downstate stock car circuits; and

WHEREAS, A.C. Bartulis was preceded in death by his parents

and his brother, Vince Bartulis; and

WHEREAS, A.C. Bartulis is survived by his wife, Mary; his
daughters, Gaye Bartulis and Lisa Bartulis; and his
